J. Hanrahari Resigns 
From Council 


Coleman council, at its meeting on Tues¬ 
day night, accepted with regret the resigna¬ 
tion of Councilman Joe Hanrahan, who has 
been transferred to a new position with the 
Department of Highways in Lethbridge. 


In presenting his verbal resig¬ 
nation Mr. Hanrahan expressed his 
regret at leaving Coleman, but 
added that when his retirement 
came due in 10 years, he planned 
to return to town. 

He thanked the councillors with 
whom he had worked during the 
past three years, for their oo-op- 
eration and good work. He also 
commended Chief of Police Ed Cor¬ 
son, pointing out to council that 
he wondered if council was giving 
Chief Corson his due credit. He 
said that after having been away 
from the Pass for a while, he saw 
problems other communities were 
having with this department, and 
felt that Coleman would have a 
hard time to get another person 
to fill Chief Corson’s shoes. He 
suggested that Coleman and other 
communities in the area try to 
co-operate with one another, for, 
he concluded “if the Crows Nest 
Pass is ever going to be a big 
place it is going to be united.” 

Deputy Mayor John Owen, on 
behalf of the council and town of 
Coleman, thanked the retiring 
councillor for the good work he 
had done for the community. He 
added that besides losing a good 
councillor the town was losing a 
fine citizen. 

Wayne Tizzard, engineer for Un¬ 
derwood, MdLellan and Associates, 
was present and gave an outline 
of the work done to July 15 on the 
town’s sewerage system. He said 
that approximately 16,000 feet of 
main line has been installed as well 
as over 7,000 feet of service lines. 

These figures indicated that the 
job on the lines is now past the 
half-way mark. Work has now 
started on the pump house and the 
crews hope to start on the river 
crossing on September 1. 

Norman Williams, foreman for 
Tollestrup, who are doing the sew¬ 
erage installations, reported that 


arrangements have been made to 
have a large grader in town on 
Thursday to start grading and put¬ 
ting into shape the roads and the 
streets that have been torn up 
for sewerage installations. 

The town will provide the gravel 
and trucks to haul the gravel for 
this work. 

Joe Beigun, who has been ap¬ 
pointed as gasman for the town’s 
Gas Company, was present and 
reported that he has made investi¬ 
gations into the cost of tools and 
equipment for maintaining the gas 
lines. He advised that Bannister 
Construction, who installed the util¬ 
ity for the town, may be prepared 
to sell the equipment they have 
used locally to maintain the gas 
utility. This will be further in¬ 
vestigated. 

A letter will be sent to the local 
coal company advising them that 
if damage has resulted to a gas 
line in West Coleman where fill 
was dumped, the coal company will 
be held responsible. 

The secretary will write to Ban¬ 
nister Construction requesting de¬ 
tailed plan of the gas system and 
location of all lines to facilitate 
work for the gas main. 

A request from the Coleman 
school asking the town to install 
a water line under the road lead¬ 
ing into the Horace Allen school 
grounds, was read. Council ap¬ 
proved this work to be done when 
men are available with the cost of 
the work to be charged to the 
school district. 

Secretary^treasurer T. A. (Mist¬ 
er will prepare a water rates re¬ 
port to be presented at the next 
meeting for review. Gas rates will 
also be reviewed this fall. 

Work on the pump-house and in¬ 
stallation of a new water line in 
West Coleman will be done this 
fall. 


First Year Courses 
Are Offered 

(Lethbridge Herald) 

Students in the Crows Nest Pass 
will be interested to learn that the 
Lethbridge Junior College will be 
offering first year programs to 
students in the areas of drafting, 
electricity, electronics, structures 
(construction) and business educa¬ 
tion. 

Graduates from this first year 
at Lethbridge will then go to the 
Northern Aliberta Institute of Tech¬ 
nology in Edmonton or the South¬ 
ern Alberta Institute of Technology 
in Calgary for their second and 
third years. 

In the areas of drafting, elec¬ 
tricity and structures both the Nor¬ 
thern and Southern Institutes are 
changing from two- to three-year 
programs. To avoid confusion, the 
years of the new program will be 
designated as Year A, Year B 
and Year C. 

The Lethbridge College will be 
offering Year A of the above nam¬ 
ed programs if there is sufficient 
interest. 

Entrance requirements for the 
courses are: 67 Aliberta high school 
credits with at least a “B” stand¬ 
ing in Mathematics 20 or 22, Sci¬ 
ence 20 or 22 and English 20 or 
alternate (five or more credits 
from Language 20, Literature 20, 
Language 21 or Literature 21). 

Information has been received in 
the Pass that financial assistance 
is available to students in the 
amount of $52.50 for a full month 
in attendance at the Lethbridge 
Junior College. 

Students who are eligible for this 
scheme and wish to enroll should 
register with tbe Lethbridge Jun¬ 
ior College as soon as possible. 

Registrations are being made on 
first come first served basis until 
the class limit is filled.

Of Canada’s seven major holi¬ 
days, the Labor Day week-end is 
well in the lead as creator of death 
on the highways, reported the Ca¬ 
nadian Highway Safety Council. 

In fact, said GHSC, the working 
man, whose day it is, is being 
pushed into the background by the 
road victims in the general pub¬ 
lic’s view of the holiday. 

The average number of road 
fatalities on Labor Day week-end 
in Canada is 61. Other holidays 
have averages below that. They 
include 25 for New Year’s (the 
least); 35 for Easter, 42 for Vic¬ 
toria Day, 45 for Dominion Day, 50 
for Christmas, 52 for Thanksgiving. 

Major causes, GHSC claimed are 
the urge for dominance, the urge 
for speed, reluctance to “give in” 
to the other driver, failure to make 
use of driving procedures and car 
features designed to help avoid 
mishaps and lack of attention to 
the simple signs that warn of po¬ 
tential peril.
